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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant's invention relates to a method of operating a power generating 
system, and more specifically, to a system with a superconducting windings in a 
generator. 

The system has a prime mover driving a generator and providing power to a 
network. The coupling of the generator has cryogenic refrigeration system to support 
operation of the generator superconducting windings, as disclosed. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the superconducting winding and its support system, which in 
combination provide performance as disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's 
search failed to find.
